West of 
Saluna the ruin was not heavy enough 
to more than temporarily help the 
wheat. The rain In Ellsworth County 
was light, and in Russell and L'llt* 
the flume condition prevails. Tin re is 
not much hope of a wlteatcrop In Itus- 
sell nnd Kills, ci'ett with the rain lvhlch 
fell Wednesday night. In Wallnee, 
Logan and Gotro Counties Ihere lias 
been more rain than in the three coun- 
ties east* of them.

as thu buslnuis men have, very much 
good will have been attained, nnd very 
much ot the projudlco now existing 
ugainst the national banking system 
and the Itopublletin party removed.

There 1*, flrnl, the helpless type, or, an 
ft la known among hand scientists, the 
aesthetic type. Tljrn there are the 
Goiitheru <ir A inert run type, the artistic 
t.rpe, the sensitive typt', the sensual 
type and the tIIb! tvpe. 

The prettiest hands In the world lie- 
long to the helnlcs* or nesthcllc class. 
Tliry are umiilly Kngllnli hands and 







are very large, perfect In shape and 
Terr while. Lane try and Airs. Ken- 
dall have these hands In their perfec- 
tion. And neither will conform to the 
style of wearing either long sleeves or 
loose sleeves, because these detract 
from the site snd beauty of the hand. 
The aosthullo lisml, to bo properly 
shown off, must faata n very small, 
light aleeve. This makes the hand 
appear large, and there must be no 
wrist trimmings or bracelets. Tha 
nails on anch a hand must be nut very 
long 1 njid quite pointed In lengthen the 
fingers, und a ring may bo worn on the 
Ant, tlie middle and the little angers 
to make the hand appear broader, 
sajs 'the »w York llocordcr, Ada.

"Wllllo" K. Vunder- 
bilt has n hand of thin type, and she la 
so proud of It itint mIio bus had it done 
again and again In plaster, marble and 
bronze, it is the uliu of tills hitnd to 
appear small. Just an English hands 



hands inti.il then bo held very tight to 
gelhcr for a few minutes while tin 
palms are moist, so thai there will 1m 
that wrinkled, crinkly appearance po 
cullnr to tha palms of babies' hands. 
* Lord Ityron was a special admirer « 
this American or Koutharn type ni 
hand, He said that it ulwnvs mniti 
him think of n rose, with its delimit 
pink tints, nnd that tho lingers to In 
perfect must ho like rose leaves, wit) 
a hrilf jihidji upon them. 

The artistic type of hand, you wool* 
think, ought to boa very pretty hand 
Hul. im tho contrary, It It notprettj 
til nil. His decidedly ugly. It Is i 
thin hand, and shows tho bones ant 
uiiiHi'tc.M and sltteivs and even tho volni 
themselves. Owners of these liondi 
sliuuld lie very proud of them, be 
cause their possession Indicate* roncl 
talent In special linos. Hut they mus< 
ho careful, or their hands will navel 
ho admired. Tho artistic hand mus> 
bo kept extremely clean nnd smooth 
This can only bu done by much eoU 
creaming, many washings wllhnhnonj 
soap and sleeping in gloves. Tin 
nulls or such u hand should not bi 
pollshiyl, because they nre rarely ot 
Rood shape, and a glittering pollsl 
would only eall attention to their I in 
perfections. Thar should be cm 
round, just even with ilia ends of tin 
fingers, and no, rings of any klnf 
should he worn. 

Surah llcrnhardt has srlstocrntli 
hands, and she well known tlml tin 
eoinplhaenta which nre showered upot 
her on account* of her delicate hnndi 
are earned only by hours of worl 
which she pnut upon them to makt 
( lheni soft and smooth.

They an 
rsraly vcty skillful themselves, bu; 
Ihcy show n keen appreciation und i 
moderate degree of talent. Such handl 
are beautiful In their own pecutlni 
way. They are ihlck nnd rather heavy 
Tha fingers are thick down to the endi 
but nre then so sounrcly rounded tha* 
they are symmetrical. The wrists nrt 
full und tho thumb doe* not taper a' 
all. 

Tho owners of such hands must np

S ii i-li hands are apt to have a gresaj 
look, and the owner must struggle 
with soaps to produce tho genteel dull 
neas anil paleness required for tht 
civilised idea of a beautiful shin.

Tho coun- 
try Is divided Into five colonics, all set- 
tled by English, Irish, Scotch and 
Welch mon.Tho province, of New South 
Wales alone appropriated iho sum of 
9300,00(1 for the World's Fair. This Is 
the only province officially repre- 
sented, 

Iho New South Welsh men— this 
tenn is correct— will make a brsve dis- 
play. Must of their goods have »r- 
rived, and the whole nJTnlr in in thn

Uncle S.i in** Hull ill u ir*. 

Washington, May Hi, '03.— Uncle 
Sam builds slowly hut he builds 
exceedingly well. , While whole 
rows of dwelling houses and showy 
stone nml brick blocks spring up nil 
over, the city, he culinly lays his 
fomiitntiou and raises his solid stone 
wall thereon, slowly but surely, fur 
these buildings are in tended to hist 
as long as the government itself, 
The ninny band some mid snbstantinl 
department buildings in Washing- 
ton bear witness to the wisdom of 
this plan; tho cnpitol after half u 
century of more or less continuous 
work is at length practically com- 
pleted, and now the national archi- 
tect U engaged on two great build- 
ings, the Congressional library on 
Capital Hill, and the Washington 
city postollice on Peiinsylvnuia ave- 
nue, between Eleventh anil Twelfth 
streets. For many months tho 
progress uf tho immense new library 
structure on Cii|iitol Hill hns been 
watehed with interest. If will 
when completed be the largest und 
finest library in the world. It will ac- 
commodate 200,000 volumes, which 
is twice the number in the national 
library of France, now tho largest 
in the world; but it will be many 
years before this limit is reached 
and. the present Congressional 
Library, large as it seems in its 
crowded quarters, will till but a 
small corner of the new building, 
Work upon the hitter has been go- 
ing ou for four years now und it 
will probably take four more to 
complete it. This is in accordance 
with the original calculations and 
although snme time ivus lost lust 
an miner, owing In the great granite 
strike ut Ihe quarries, it bus been 
fully Hindu up. , 'There are now 
about loO men id work-in the build- 
ing itself, with fully twice that num- 
ber preparing the stone ami iron 
work. An idea oE the general di- 
mensions of the library building 
may be gained front the statement 
that it will be somewhat larger lhan

Ramsey us Secretary of tha Navy, 
ProfTeusor Willits us Secretary of 
Agriculture, Judge Chandler ns 
Secretary of the Interior, and Assist- 
ant Secretary Atlee was in charge of 
the State Department. 

No Extra riemlon Until Fall. 

President Clove! and practically 
sot ut rest recently tho rumors that 
he would soon cull un extra session 
of Congress to consider the llminclnl 
situation. During a conversation 
with Mr. Cleveland u Congressman 
inquired regarding the iuteiitiniinof 
the President as to mi extra scstion, 
explaining that he wished to bring 
hht family to this city before the 
opening of the session, und for this 
reason was anxious to learn what 
would probably be done in order 
that he might make bis plans ac- 
cordingly. In effect the, reply of 
tlie President wim that hu would 
not cull mi extra session until about 
the 1st of September unless some 
unforseeu ci re n instance which wan 
not anticipated made such a cuursu 
necessary. lie stated that the call 
would be made for the assembling 
of Congress, in special session be- 
tween the 1st and the loth of Sep- 
tember, This extra session, when 
convened, will probably deal first 
with the tariff problem particularly. 
Secretary XnittltN Fuller. 

Secretary uf the Interior Hoke 
Smith recently outlined hia future 
policy. He suit) that in far as 
pensions were concerned the exist- 
ing laws would lie honestly admin- 
istered. Those entitled to pension* 
would receive them, but efforts 
would lie made to prevent the pay- 
ment of pen sioii money to those 
who hail used corrupt tnciins of ob- 
taining it. The "pension lawyer," 
he said, would he ignored as far as 
possible. Men with .m aptitude if 
not n genius for mechanics will fill 
the places in tho Patent Office, and 
the business of thatdepartment will' 
hfl completed as promptly us possible, 
Concerning forestry, no timber will 
be allowed to be cut on the public 
lands to benefit corporations mere- 
ly or even large private enterprises, 
but then; must bo it resultant pub- 
lic benefit. The Indians will he 
fairly treated, and no undue nd- 
vnutnge will be taken of them. 
There will be no maudlin sentiment 
about the administration of their 
nffuirs, however, and no extra priv- 
ileges conferred upon tliem simply 
because they were probably wronged 
in tho early days of the republic. 
Altogether, if Secretary Smith suc- 
ceeds in carrying out his policy its 
Outlined, he will have a miccessful 
administration of his depurtiut-nt.

Tho vessel was tho ordinary trim 
fishing beat, and thrco people and nn 
tmmonso not tilled It pretty well. In 
a short tlmo we reached the place 
where tha not was to be thrown ouh 
Tha fish run with the tide, to the 
men must work when the tide Is right, 
ha It day or night, and wa could soo 
boats all around us, some Just getting 
tho nets out, others pulling them up 
and killing the Hsu caught In the 
moshes, whllo other* wure coming 
swiftly out from the island to begin 
work. As each man Is paid for the 
fish ho catches there Is no law about 
turning out. hut each starts when- 
ever he chooses. 

A smart man will be on the ground 
at tho turn of the tide to make sure 
of getting the very place he consid- 
ers the best Ashing ground, while an 
Idlor will be half tho tlmo in gelling 
out and at his work, It tells In ths 
dny's ealoh if a man Is early or late. 

Our boat was neither among ths 
Qrst or tho last We still had a fair . 
choice of ground, and In a fow min- 
utes tho fisherman was tossing the 
net over the side and tha boatman 
was rowing uptido to allow the net 
being spread out as fast as possible. 

The not was over 1 00 feat long, and 
was fitted with sinkers on one edge, 
while the other was suppllod with a 
line of floats. Hy this means It was 
hold in position in tha water, and 
lormod a sort ol fence against which 
the Ash liiiili'ul as they awnm up the 
stream. The meshes were rather 
targe, and ttui small 11 sh were able to 
swim through and continue their way 
up the tide, while large one* 
were caught by thu glllr. 

In a lew minutes the not was all 
paid uut and tho fishermen snt down 
to wait lor tha tirst flsb to get en- 
tangled In tha meshes- Tho boat- 
men pulled lalsuroly up tho stream 
and tho row of bobbing floats strung 
out behind us looked lika llttlo bub- 
bles on the surface of tlw calm water. 

Suddenly otic of tho bubbles was 
jerked down and in an Instant the 
boat wa» headed for tho placo where 
It had 11 noted a rucmont oelorc Hie 
fisherman strutchod out over the side 
of the boat and caught tho not by 
the Boat noxt to whore tho sunk- 
en ono had been and pulled In tba 
nut hand over hand. -A splash, a 
(lurry of foam, and the steel-gray 
head of a btg salmon appeared above 
the surface. 

The man eaught up a queer wea- 
pon. Which 1 bad noticed and won* 
dcred about, and struck tha fish a 
blow with the knob of Iron on one end 
of the bar; then turning It, ha thrust 
the hook on the othor end Inlo/lha 
gilts of the half' 
with a pull. landed 
captive Inside the boat. A Jerk freed 
the net, which tank back into SU 
placo. The fish was flopping vicious- 
ly nbout, nnd the man struck It again 
and again with his big iron club be- 
fore It succumbed to Its late. We 
often speak of eyes as having "no 
more oppression than a fish's eye." 
but I never saw hale and anger more 
plainly ox pressed than in tho eyes of 
that Qrst salmon. 

Meanwhile the lower Host had been 
bobbing up and down while wo wera 
killing our magnificent captive, and 
tha boat was turned and pulled rap- 
Idly book to that and of the net. 
Again the fisherman ducked and 
oaught tho net; again ho pulled, but 
this tlmo the net did not eomO home 
so easily as ho expeotod. Another 
pull and yat another before the head 
ol tho flail showed above water.

Sho know 
that her evidence, if truthfully given, 
would condemn her sister, and yet, 
even In tho omergeney, she declined to 
tell a fnlsehtXHl, swute to tho .truth and 
saw tier skter pronounced guilty and 
sentenced to the gullows. 

Immediately after the* trial, as, ac- 
cording to Kcotlkli law, six weeks must 
Intervene between n capltnl sentence 
nnd Its execution, Helen started on foot 
to London with a petition detailing the 
circumstances of tho cose and Imploring 
a pardon for her skter., Sho reached 
I.<md<ni, ami after soma trouble had an 
Interview with the duke of Argyll, to 
whom sho limit" known tho facts, and 
upon their confirmation a pardon was 
extended to her sister. 

Henry Walker was buried ' In tho 
churchyard of Iron Oray, sik miles 
from Dublin, and on her tombstone 
was an Inscription, written »l tho re- 
quest of some of her friend*, by Walter 
Scott hlmself.-S. Y. World.
